THE PAY OF THE ARMY.—Nol. 

Mr. Eprror :—Having learned that Mr. Prerce 
has again introduced a bill into the Senate to equalize 
the pay of the Line and Staff of the Army, and for other 
purposes, I have endeavored, in the following com- 
munication, to exhibit a fair view of the pecuniary 
and other advantages enjoyed by the different branches 
of the service, with a hope that it may tend to con- 
vince Congress of the great partiality of the act of| 
July 5th, 1838, and that the line of the army, which | 
is the fizhting portion of it, deserves as high a ratio of | 
compensation as the staff. 

I shall endeavor to show in the following article : 

1. That officers of the staff, of equal grades, re- 
ceive a much greater amount of money from the gov- 
ernment, and 

2. That their expenses are not necessarily greater) 
than those of officers of the line. A consideration of | 
the duties of the two branches, and the effects pro- 
duced by inequalities of pay and other benefits upon 
the discipline and efficiency of the army, will consti- 
tute the subject of another communication. 

1. Captains in the staff draw from the paymaster 
$35 per month more than captains in the line; this 
excess includes forage and excludes double rations, 
commutation of fuel and quarfers, and inileage—thiree 
items of prime benefit to the staff as I shall show fur- 
ther on. 

In like manner first and second lieutenants of the 
staff, (both are paid equally) receive $20 per month 
more than Ist lieutenants of the line, and $25 more 
than second lieutenants—so that of two cadets gradu- 
ating to-day, and whose pay was yesterday the same, 
the first will to-morrow find himself in the receipt of 
three hundred dollars more per annum than the second, 
with duties at once agreeable and improving,and with 
a station in or near some large town where all the bene- 
fits of society are at his command; while his poor com- 
rade will, after having supplied himself with an outfit 
proportionate to his means, be sent to Florida, or to 
some remote sequestered post on the frontiers, where 
he is to commence duties that tend to unfit him for the 
ordinary business of life, and from their monotony, 
often to plunge him into melancholy or dissipation. 

The pay of the medical department is based upon 
that of the staff, and the comparative allowances to 
field officers I do not deem it necessary to the discus- 
sion of my subject to state. 

The act of Congress authorising the President to 
grant additional rations, in certain cases, to command- 
ing officers of posts, was approved March 16th, 1802. 
A reference to that act will show that it was intended 
to enable the President to give a small additional al- 
lowance, commensurate with their rank, to command- 
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officers of the line, and in many instances not given 
to them when actually in command of posts. As ex- 
amples I will state that captains L. and M. of the se- 
cond and fourth regiments of artillery, have been, re- 
spectively, with their companies, in command at Ro- 
chester, N. Y. and Cleveland, Ohio, considerably 
more than a year, and neither of them have, during 
that time, received double rations. An order grant- 
ing them double rations cannot be retrospective, (see 
President Jackson’s decision in general order, No. 48, 
1831,) and, consequently, the two worthy captains, 
above referred to, must abide the omission that has 
deprived them of what was equitably their own.— 
How many other cases similar to those above cited 
there are, [ am not able to say ; but as comparatively 
few officers of the line command posts, few can, at 
any lime, receive additional rations. Officers of the 
line are not permitted to exercise constructive com- 
mands by means of which they draw double rations, 
that being the case with officers of the engineer corps 
proper, as will presently appear. 
Article 74, Engineer Regulations, is as follows : 
“Every officer of the corps of Engineers charged 
** with the construction or repairs of a fortification, or 
‘* having a separate command, shall be entitled to re- 
“ceive double rations in the same manner as is allow- 
‘‘ed to officers of other arms of the service command- 
‘ing separate posts or arsenals.” 
By virtue of this most beneficent regulation, (but 
not by virtue of the act of March 16th, 1802,) several 
liefitenants and every officer of superior rank in tha 
corps of engineers, are in the habitual receipt of dou- 
ble rations when not on leave of absence! And this 
is effected in the following manner :—for instance, a 
major of engineers is charged with the general super- 
vision of the construction or repair of three works, 
and has under him three junior officers, each of whom 
has the immediate direction of the operations at one 
of the works. In this way each of the four officers 
draws double rations, and an allowance in money, or 
commutation (as itis called) for fuel and quarters, 
whether there be public quarters at the places or not. 
In a case like this, I have understood, the major draws 
a treble allowance for fuel and quarters ; and this al- 
lowance, IL have been told, is increased or diminished 
at the option of the chief of the corps according to 
the character and rank of the recipient. It is in vain 
that I have ransacked the laws and regulations of the 
army to find authority for such an extraordinary 
emglument as the one I have just described, but as I 
have my information from an officer of the corps of 
engineers, I deem the facts I have stated indisputable. 
Vhat has been said of the corps of engineers pro- 
per, in reference to double rations, applies, in an equal 
degree, to the topographical and ordnance corps—all 
officers in both those arms, above the rank of lieute- 
nant, and many of that rank, being in the habitual re- 








ing officers of military posts to enable them occasion- 
ally to entertain their subordinates and visiters, but 
more particularly, I apprehend, military men coming 
to their neg as inspectors, members of military courts 
and the like. As a general rule commanders of forts 
do expend more than the amount of their double ra- 
tions in the entertainments for which they were de- 
signed. But this act, passed, as it appears to me, for 
the almost exclusive benefit of. the line, has become a 
source of permanent and ordinary emolument for offi- 
cers of the staff, above the rank of lieutenant, (espe- 
cially those of the two engineer and ordnance corps, ) 


ceipt of them when not on leave of absence, and most, 
if not all, in the former corps, receiving a commuta- 
tion in money in lieu of fuel and uarters. Whether 
this last allowance is ever multiplied for the benefit 
“a individuals of these corps, I have not been able to 
earn. 

The officers of the quartermaster’s and commissa- 
ry’s departments do not as generally receive double 
rations as those of the three corps mentioned above ; 
but they receive them much more frequently, in pro- 
portion to their numbers, than do officers of the line. 

There are two other sources of emolument to staff 





while double rations are only occasionally given to 


officers which the line do not enjoy to anything like 
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an equal extent—these are the commutation in mone) 
in lieu of fuel and quariers, and mileage, or the ten 
cents per mile paid to officers (exciusive of their or- 
dinary compensation) when they travel under orders. 
The commutation for fucl and quarters I do not say 
is higher than it should be, and it is not greater than} 
their cost would be to the government if farnished in| 
kind; but the commutation is sought for with avidity 
by officers, and always preferred, and these reasons are | 
more conclusive than any others that it is beneficial. 
The travelling of staff officers is principally in 
stunmer and on the great avenues of communication | 
that intersect the country, while officers of the line 
travel as much, under orders, in winter asin sutniner. 
and their routes lie across the great thoroughfares 
from post to post on the. circumference of the coun- 
try. A line officer may serve his whole life without | 
getting an order to goto Washington, but staff officers 
are constantly ordered there (generally by the chiefs | 
of their bureaus) to settle their accounts, receive ver- 
balinstructions, or to carry maps, plans and drawings | 
—thus business and pleasure go hand tn hand, ac- | 
counts are adjusted and drawings are carefully trans- 
ported. These excursions and the freedom from re- 
straint enjoyed by officers of the stall, together with 


and mixing with the best society of 
are not without their effect upon the habits, man- 
ners and appearance of the individuals. They ac- 
quire an air of the world, an easy confidence in them- 
selves, which enables them to set forth their merits 
and services to members of Congress, and'to dispar- 
age those of the line in a most fluent and persuasive 
manner. Their habits also are changed, and they 

- find that their necessary expenses are far greater than 
those of their brethren of the fighting department, 
who are consigned to the swamps of Florida,

' I once heard a Colonel in the staff cite, in defence 
of the superior pay of the staff, the neeessary differ- 
ence between his expenses and those of Colonel! 
stationed on the extreme western frontier. ‘The eom- 
parison had no effect te convinee me, as I could con- 
ceive that the Colonel in the line might draw a simi- | 
lar parallel between his own expenses and those of| 
another Colonel who might be stationed onthe shores| 
of the Pacific ocean, or on the desert of Zahara. For

Another arguinent made use of by the staff to swell 
their expenses, is that their uniform costs more than 
that ofthe ine. Let it be granted that it is a little 
more costly, (and I know the difference to be trifling, 
as I have bought both,) what does it prove? Many 
staff officers of my acquaintance, according to the 
best of my knowledge and belief, have no uniforms, 
and those that have wear them so seldointhata single 
outfit will last twenty years. Officers of the twoen- 
gincer corps, when, they make excursions on duly or 
vif, do net, in inany instances, carry a uniform with 
them. I think an oficer of either of those corps is 
, seldom seen travelling with a sword, an implement 
| which operates on a Journey as an extorlion-provoker. 
| Ordnance officers sometimes wear their undress uni- 
forms at their posts, bat it is not probable they appear 
in full dress more than six times in a year on an aver- 
aze. On the contrary officers of the line invariably 
travel with theif military equipments, and are obliged 
to put on and of their dress uniforms as often as once 
|every day at their posts. This constant putting on 
and off will destroy a suit of uniform in two years, 
or three at the farthest, without the slightest saving of 
expense in other clothes. This item of uniform is a 
Uttile with staff officers, but with officers of the line 
it is the subject of very serious outlays. My first suit 
cost $168, and was of the least expensive kind; and 
the whole amount of my first year’s pay and emolu- 
nents was $760, or five times the amount of this 
purely extraordinary expenditure for a dress uniform. 
The pay of a seeond lieutenant is now one dollar per 
month more than it was when I entered the service, 
and a suit of uniform may be had for about the same. 
Of «!l arguments made use of by the staif to get and 
| preserve their high pay, this is the least tenable, for it 
is an indisputable fact that the money paid by an offi- 
cer of the line for uniforms will amount, in ten years, 
to treble that paid by an officer of the staffin the 
same time. 

The amount necessary to subsist an individual va- 
| ries in different parts of the country. The stations 
along the seaboard and on the Gulf of Me-éco, where 
the artillery is generally stationed, are the most ex- 
pensive. The duties of engineer officers are at these 
posts, and their expenses for subsistence are conse- 
quently the same as those of artillery officers ; yet it 
not unfrequently happens that a lieutenant of engi- 
neers at one of these stations, receives more pay than 
a’captain of artillery of twenty years standing. 
| <Atthe arsenals living is generally somewhat cheap- 
er than at artillery posts. They have fine gardens 
| attached to them, from which the officers get their 
| wegetables free of expense, and are situated at acon- 
siderable distance inland. The quarters at the arse- 
nals are infinitely superior to those occupied by offi- 
eers of the line, and the fact that ordnance officers are 
more stationary than any others, enables them to live 
in the same style at a less expense than those of any 
other corps ix the service.

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FLORIDA WAR. 


From the Savannah Republican, Sept. 2. 

By the U. S. steamer Beaufort, Capt. Peck, from 
Pilatka, we yesterday received the St. Augustine 
News of 27th inst., from which we cut the following 
extracts. Capt. Peck informs us that he waited more 
than 24 hours after the usual time for the express ri- 
der to come in at Pilatka from Tampa Bay, but he 
had not arrived on Sunday at10 P. M. It was feared 
he had been murdered by the Indians, as they had re- 
cently been on the road, destroying bridges, &c., and 
but a short time since, they fired upon an express 
rider near Fort Holmes. There was no news in the 
neighborhood of Pilatka. 

From the St. Augustine News. 

Twenty seven Indians of Tigertail’s and Aleck’s 
bands came in to Tampa a few days since, and sur- 
rendered, having left their hostile chiefs. 

Capt. Alexander, 6th infantry, with a part of his 
regiment, discovered one of Tigertail’s camps, re- 
cently, in the Homosassa hammock, and destroyed 
a field of corn—the last one, so said the Indian guide, 
belonging to that chief. 

Lieut. Rogers, of the dragoons, pursued an Indian, 
the other day, on horse back, and finding some difii- 
culty in drawing his sword, actually rode over him 
and took him prisoner. 

Capt. Gwynn, 8th infantry, with his company, eap- 
tured three of Tigertail’s warriors, a few days since, 
and sent them to Tampa. He was, by last accounts, 
in pursuit of a large party to which those warriors 
belonged. 

All the above are in addition to the 27 Indians al- 
mow f reported as coming in at Tampa. Such a 
week’s success, if continued, as this, will soon gather 
all the remainder of the hostile bands still left in 
Florida. 





Indian Billy, a Seminole, who came in to one of 


the Southern posts some months since wounded, and 
claimed the protection of the garrison, shuffled off 
his mortality a few days since at Fort Mellon, by 
blowing out his brains with a rifle.

The steamer Gen. Clinch, Captain Brooks, arrived 
last evening from Pilatka. From a ‘passenger we 
Jearn that Hospitaka and all his band had come in at 
Tampa. Tigertail has sent in word to Gen. Worth 
that he will be in by the 6th inst. with his people. 
There were 240 Indians in at Tampa before Hospita- 
ka came in with his tribe. None of the Indians have 
yet been shipped to the west. Our informant assures 
us that every thing appears favorable for a speedy 
termination of the war. 

Major Churchill, and Capts. Crosman and Heint- 
zelman, commissioners to examine claiins, who have 
been for some time in the territory attending to the 
duties connected with their office, came on in the 
Clinch. . They have been ordered to Washington, and 
leave this afternoon for Charleston. 


FuRTHER FROM Fioritpa.—In our paper oi Tues- 
day a singular error occurred by the insertion of the 
name of Major Wilson as the writer of about half the 
letter of Col. Worth. We regret that the gallant 
Colonel’s letter was presented in this awkward shape, 
but he must attribute it rather to the copy than to our 
compositor. 

e insert below the abstracts of reports of scouts 
operating under the orders of Major Wilson, as prom- 
ised on Tuesday. 

Between the l4th and 24th August, Maj. Wilson, 
with a command of 5 officers and 57 m2n in boats, 
explored the coast of Middle Florida, from Port Leon 
to Deadman’s Bay, laboriously examining all the en- 
trances and rivers between those points. Two or 
three Indians were seen on the Esteenhatchee and 
fired at, but could not be overtaken. A trail of about 
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twenty Indians was struck by a land scout, but all 
efforts to overtake or intercept the party proved fruit- 
less. 

On the-17th of July a runaway negro was captured 
a few miles from Camp Barbour, in Middle Florida, 
who said he could guide to an India camp of 37 per- 
sons, of whom 13 were warriors. A mixed party of 
soldiers and citizens went in search of the camp, 
which they found recently and hastily deserted : bows 
and arrows and other articles being left behind. The 
trail could not be found, owing to heavy rains. After 
a renewed search, Lieutenant and Adjutant Barbour, 
3d infantry, succeeded in finding the trail, and fol- 
lowed it to New river, which being much swollen, 
he could not cross. Appearances indicated that the 
Indians had there taken canoes or rafts to descend the 
river. During this expedition Lievt. Barbour made a 
march of 60 miles in two days, in bad weather and 
through a country in many places covered with mud 
and water. 

Between the 26th and 30th July, Capt. Cady, 6th 
infantry, explored the country between Forts Stans- 
bury and Gamble, and on the west side of the Wacis- 
sariver. He discovered a slight trail of Indians two 
or three days old, which was soon lost in an imprac- 
ticable hammock. 

On the 30th July the express rider having failed to 
arrive at Fort Pleasani at the usual time, Lieut. Irwin, 
3d infantry, was despatched to ascertain the cause, 
and found his body lying in the road opposite Fort 
Hamilton. About a mile further on the same road, 
he discovered another body, which proved to be that 
of the regular United States wail rider between St. 
Augustine and Tallahassee. Lieut. Irwin followed 
the trail of the Indians until he found it taken up by 
another party under Lieut. Chandler, 3d infantry. 
The trail, which was large, was fellowed by the latter 
officer as long as there remained any chance of over- 
taking the party. He came upon one camp where 
meat was still roasting before the fires. Two of his 
men were accidentally lost, and came in at Fort Fan- 
ning, more than 50 miles distant, 12 days afterwards. 
On the same occasion, the country on both sides of 
the Oscilla river was examined by Capt. Morris and 
Lieut Shepherd, 3d infantry, without finding any in- 
dications of the enemy. Fort Hamilton, near which 
the murders occurred, was immediately re-occupied 
by acompany of infantry. 

In the early part of August, James’s island) at the 
mouth of the Ocklockony, was minutely examined 
by land and water, by Capt. Van Horne, 3d infantry, 
without finding any recent Indian signs. During this 
laborious service, the men were much exposed to 
heavy rains. - 

The appearance of hostile Indians at, Bluntstown, 
on the Appalaehicola, was reported at Camp Barbour 
on the 9th August. A mounted command was des- 
patched without delay to that place, but has not been 
heard from. 

On the 11th August, the country on the Wakullah 
river was examined, without meeting any recent signs. 

The details of these scouts show that the greatest 
zeal and activity prevails among both officers and 
men.—WNational Intelligencer, Sept. 2. 


Extract of a letter, dated Fort Wayne, Cherokee . 


Nation, July 22, 1841, to a gentleman in Washington. 
** This frontier was thrown into-a slight excitement 
about the 6th instant, arising from a charge preferred 
against some soldiers of this post, by the Cherokees, 
for killing two Indians on the night of the 4th July. 
The Indians assembled about three or four miles from 
uere, armed for the fight, and determined to lay waste 
this Post, but by the active exertions of the influen- 
tial and principal men ofthe nation, the hostile feeling 
was allayed, and the soldiers were handed over to the 
State authorities, (Arkansas) which appeared per- 
fectly satisfactory. The papers no doubt will make a 
horrid war of it, a3 is usually the case.”°—Madisonian.
